This is Applicant's response to Examiner's Interview Summary of mail date 1/3 1/05, 
regarding the telephonic interview of 1/26/05 between Applicant's representative Neil Maloney 
and Examiners Pass and Thomas. 

Applicant concurs generally with Examiner's &st and second paragraphs regarding 
Substance of the Interview, During &e interview Examiner provided suggested claims language 
addressing its present comments in the second para^aph* Applicant recorded and incorporated 
Examiner's suggested claims language into its RCE claims amendments, particularly affecting 
independent claims 1, 12, and 17. The RCE case has timely filed on mail date Jan. 28, 2005, in 
part because Examiner stated that the Office would be unable to provide a timely review of the 
proposed amendments if submitted as an After-Final offering. 

Not withstanding its presentation as an RCE, Applicant asserts the amendments, 
substantially reflecting the Examiner's suggestions, to be vrithin the cautionary note of 
Examiner's third paragraph, to clarify, but not change, the scope of the claims, thereby not 
requiring a new search. Applicant urges speedy review and allowance of the RCE case as 
submitted.
